A sort of protocol was presented to 
Senor Caballero by Senor Baralt, In 
which it was stipulated that In con­ 
sideration of the resumption of diplo­ 
matic relations with 
Venezuela, Co­ 
lombia must cede to Venezuela the 
two border provinces, which tin* king 
of Spain recently gave to Colombia In 
settlement of the controversy between 
Venezuela and Colombia. 
It was al­ 
so stipulated In the protocol that five 
political refugees now In Colombia he 
returned to Venezuela and that thirty- 
four other 
political refugees 
be ex­ 
pelled from Colombia. 


Insisted on Concessions. 


President Castro insisted through 
his representative, Baralt, that these 
concessions should he made bv Presi­ 
dent Reyes in settlement of damages 
Colombia is alleged to have inflicted 
on Venezuela by assisting the Matos 
revolution, which developed near the 
Colombian border and 
was waged 
chiefly with 
supplies said 
to have 
boon obtained through Colombia. 
Al­ 
though Colombia Is anxious to resume 
diplomatic relations with Venezuela 
and have the ruinous embargo raised 
which Castro 
placed on 
commerce 
along i he eastern boundary of Colom­ 
bia, President Reyes rose ated the at­ 
titude ot Castro and authorized Cabal­ 
lero to withdraw from Venezuela at. 
once if ho held such action advisable. 
The Colombian minister and his secre­ 
tary left Caracas and are now at Ma­ 
cula. 
The Castro government is said 
to have asked 
that they 
remain in 
Venezuela until the relations between 
the two republics 
can be discussed 
more fully. 
At present Colombia is in such an 
unsettled condition and its finances 
are so low that war seems unlikely,

St. Paul, March 28.—Governor John­ 
son has exercised his veto power for I 
the first time. 
He sent a message to the senate 
Monday, returning S. F. 4, the Horton 
capitol 
bill, without his 
signature. 
The message states his reasons, which { 
in brief are as follows: 
It Is custom and the best public 
policy for the governor to have charge j 
of the capitol. 
Tho capitol commission was creat- j 
rd to build 
the capitol, and 
not to 
consider it. 
The Horton bill invites the commis­ 
sion to delay completion of the build- 
in:; 
two a ears, 
when it. should 
be 
Pnished in a few months. 
The bill implies that the governor 
Is not competent 
to discharge this 
portion of his duties. 
The message recommends that an­

IN TRAIN SERVICE 


Assistant General Superintendent 


KlineStates Proposed Change 


is Abandoned 


NEWS WILL BE WELCOMED HERE 


Under Proposed Change He >avs 


5 and ft Would Not Have 


Been Taken Off. 


“ There will be no change in the pres­ 
ent time card on the Northern 
Pacific 


as affecting Brain erd .' 
This was a statement made by Assist­ 
ant General Superintendent Kline, of 
the Northern Pacific to a reporter of 
T h e Dispatc h at the depot this after­ 
noon. 
Mr. Kline with other officials of 
the road spent a short time in the city 
this morning on official business, and 
realizing that the proposed change in 
the schedule on the Northern 
Pacific, 
which contemplated that New. 5 and 0 
would be taken off and run by the way 
of the “ cut off,” would injure this city, 
a D i s p a t c h representative sought out 
Mr. Kline for an interview. 
Mr. Kline 
was told that the people of Braincrd 
had become somewhat exercised over 
the proposed change in the train service 
between here and the twin cities. 
He 
was told that the Commercial C lub had 
already done much good for the city and 
in the face of the efforts of the mem­ 
bers the change was not relished, as it 
was believed that it would be injurious 
to the best commercial interests of the 
city. 
It was even intim ated to Mr. 
Kline that Brain**rd interests demand 
ed some little recognition. 
In answer 
to this bit of information 
Mr. K lin e 


said: 
“ The j>eople of Brainerd have not 
now nor never have had any reason to 
become exercised over any 
proposed 
changes in the train service. 
Lven if 
the change had been made, as eontem 
plated, the same service that the peo­ 
ple of Brainerd now enjoy would be in 
force. 
It did not mean the taking off of 
Nos. 6 and ♦>, 
It simply meant that two 
or three cars would be detached from 
No. 5 at Little Falls and run west over 
the cutoff. 
Do you think the people of 
Brainerd would object to the Northern 
Pacific running tw'o or three cars from 
Little Falls to Fargo? 
The same serv­ 
ice so far as Brainerd is concerned 
would be in vogue if the schedule had 
gone into effect" 
Asked if a time card had been made 
and submitted for approval he said: 
“ Yes, there was a new card, but this 
has been abandoned, and there will be 
no change in the train service here. ’ 
“ 1 think one of the reasons that 
Brainerd objected and the thing that 
they feared the most," continued Mr* 
Kline, “ was that the city would be tak 
en off the main line. 
In the natural 
course of things Brainerd cannot and 
never will be taken ofl the main line of 
the Northern Pacific. 
The city of B ra in ­ 
erd is on a direct mam line to the coast, 
the company considers it 
and the 
government recognizes it al>o.’ 
This should put a quietus to all the 
rumoML-tbai have been afloat du ring the 
past few weeks. 
The most recent rumor 
was to the effect that the new tim ecard 
would go into effect next Sunday, and 
aft r that date Brainerd would see no 


more of Nos. 5 and 6, 
There have been some rumors as to 
how these trains would run, and there 
may have been some foundation for 
many of these. 
It was told 
that trie 
Minnesota A International would run 
through to Morris, making Little Falls 
j the most advantageous point to change 
^ crews, etc. 
This rumor seemed somc- 
1 what authenticated from the fact that 
I the mail clerk on the M, A I. had been 
instructed that after next Sunday his 
run 
would be from Northome to Mot 
ris. 
There was another recent rumor 
| that the M. A I. passenger would 
run 
only from Bem idji to Little Falls, but 
this seemed hardly possible as tie* facil­ 
ities for hauling mail north of Bemidji 
would not be in accord with the con­ 
tract with the government. 
The story ran that Nos, 5 and 6 would 
run ever the “ cut off" and that people 
going from Brainerd to the twin cities 
would have to take the 
M. A I. and 
change cars at Little Falls, connecting 
with No. 6 at that point. 
The same would be true of tho 
Du­ 
luth train which now turns at this point. 
This train was slated to run through to 
Staples and connect with No. 5 going 


west. 
So it was figured out that Brainerd 
would just catch a glimpse of these trains 
as they passed through to connect with 
other and more important trains at L it 
tie Falls and Staples. 
The question was put point blank to 
M r. Kline today, whether or not such a 
card would go into effect and he stated 
that it would not: that all such con­ 
sideration 
of the matter 
had been 
abandoned. 
M r. Kline went west on 
No. 0.

“Thoro will be no change in tho pres­ 
ent time card on tho Northern Pacific 
as affecting Brainerd. 
This was a statement made by Assist­ 
ant General Superintendent Kline, of 
tho Northern Pacific to a reporter of 


T h e D i s p a t c h at the depot this after­ 
noon. 
Mr. Kline with other officials of 
the road spent a short time in the city 
this morning on official business, and 
realizing that the proposed change in 
the schedule on the Northern Pacific, 
which contemplated th at Nos. 5 and 6 
would bo taken off anil run by tho way 
of the “cut off,” would injure this city, 
a D i s p a t c h representative sought out 
Mr. Kline for an interview. 
Mr. Kline 
was told th at the people of Brainerd 
had becomo somewhat exercised over 
the proposed change in the train service 
between here and tho twin cities. 
Ho 
was told that the Commercial Club had 
already done much good for the city and 
in the face of the efforts of the mem­ 
bers the change was not relished, as it 
was believed that it would be injurious 
to the best commercial interests of the 
city. 
It was even intim ated to Mr. 
Kline th a t Brainerd interests demand­ 
ed some little recognition. 
In answer 
to this bit of information Mr. Kline 
said: 
“The people of Brainerd have not 
now nor never have had any reason to 
become exercised over any proposed 
changes in the train service. 
Liven if 
the change had been made, as contem­ 
plated, the same service th at the peo­ 
ple of Brainerd now enjoy would be in 
force. 
It did not mean the taking off of 
Nos. 5 and 6. 
It simply meant th at two 
or three cars would bo detached from 
No. 5 at Little Falls and run west over 
tile cutoff. 
Do you think the people of 
Brainerd would object to tho Northern 
Pacific running two or three cars from 
Little Falls to Fargo? The same serv­ 
ice so far as Brainerd is concerned 
would be in vogue if the schedule had 
gone into effect” 
Asked if a time card had been made 
and subm itted for approval he said: 
“Yes, there was a new card, but this 
has been abandoned, and there will be 
no change in the train service here.” 
“I think one of the reasons that 
Brainerd objected and the thing that 
they feared the most,” continued Mr- 
Kline, “ was that the city would be tak 
en off the main line. 
In the natural 
course of things Brainerd cannot and 
never will be taken off the main line of 
the Northern Pacific. The city of Brain 
erd is on a direct main line to the coast, 
the company considers it so and the 
government recognizes it also.” 
This should put a quietus to all the 
rutuoF+^-Uuit have been afloat during the 
past few weeks. The most recent rumor 
was to the effect that the new timecard 
would go into effect next Sunday, and 
after th a t date Brainerd would see no 


more of Nos. 5 and 6. 
There have been some rumors as to 
how these trains would run, and there 
may have been some foundation for 
many of these. 
It was told that tho 
Minnesota & International would run 
through to Morris, making Little Falls 
the most advantageous point to change 
crews, etc.
